The happy. carefree boy was 
riding his bicycle along the street. 
He was holding an open pocket knife 
in his hand. The bike skidded in a 
pool of water. In one horrendous 
moment the  bos’s hfe was 
completely changed. 

As Ands Smith's bike slid from 
under him that December 29th day. 
he fell to the ground and rolled over 
inthe middle of the street. The blade 
of the knite penetrated*his body. It 
passed bereen two ribs and 
punctured his heart, 


The accident occurred near his 
home at 20012 Baywood Court. His 
mother. Shirles Smith. and two 
neighbors. Mrs. Dee Morse and 


Mrs. Judy Hooper saw the mishap 
and raced to Andy's aid. 

They put the voungster in the 
Morse car and sped to Placentia 
Linda Hospital. On arrival it was 
found that Andy had zero blood 
pressure and was clinically dead. 

Phssicians and nurses “worked 
feverishly on him. Open heart 
surgers “was performed to close the 
wound the knife blade had made in 
his heart. Andy. 9 at the time. 
survived the operation and was 
admutted to the Intensive Care Unit 
at the hospital 

Fora week and one-half he was in 
a osemi-conselous condition. On 
January 12 there was a bret. 
encouraging sign, Andy spoke a few 
words He hasn't spoken since. 

Shorts after this he was moved to 
Pediatrics Ward. Again there 
seme encuuragement. Ands 
cmproved to the point where he 
would watch television and laughed 
at comical scenes 

Slowly but surely. movement 
pbewan returning to his hands and 
arms As dass passed. he Became 
more alert and could respond to his

Fried. Impressed 
by Jail Conditions 


It is not on the list of approved 
tourist attractions, of which Orange 
County, has many, but councilman 
Irwin Fried had a guided tour 
recently of an area facility which left 
him very much impressed. 


In his.capacity as an elected’ 


member of the Criminal Justice 
Council of th Orange County 
Division of the League of California 
Cities, Fried toured the Orange 
County Jail. 

It was not a quickie tour but one in 
which Fried ate the food . that 
prisoners consume and spent much

Staff will make an_ informal 
inquiry as to whether the Brea city 
officials would be agreeable to an 
independent. outside agency con- 
ducting a management audit of the 
Police Department.

time listening to his host, Lt. Tom 
Harrison of the Sheriff's Depart- 
ment, explain the theories by which 
the facility is operated and the goals 
they are trying to achieve. 

Fried described the food as 
‘tasty, good and adequate.’’ He 
lauded the clean _ conditions 
throughout the jail. 

Much to the councilman’s 
surprise, none of the deputies on 
duty.carry weapons. They had no 
guns, batons or other evidence of 
implements by which they could 
defend themselves. In addition, 
other law enforcement personnel 
coming into the facility must check 
their weapons at the. desk. 

Although there have been 
allegations of ill-treatment of 
prisoners, Fried could see no 
evidence of ‘‘brutality or oppres- 
sion. I got no sense of those 
conditions at all.’’ 

It was explained to Fried that the 
jail serves as a holding facility for 
pre-sentence and _ non-bailable 


persons. They are identified by gray 
colored sweatshirts, 

Blue sweatshirts are worn by 
prisoners who are serving sentences 
of one year or less on misdemeanor 
orange 


charges. Trustees wear 


sweatshirts. 
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“Water Wagon” to 
Explain “208” 


Government programs related to 
water pollution control are dangling 
the brass ring of citizen participation 
in front of the public. Citizens who 
fail to grasp the ‘*208"' ring will miss 
an important opportunity to express 
their concerns about what should be 
done to solve our water problems. 

To help inform the public on what 
can be done to improve the 
Southland’s water quality, the Izaak 
Walton League and the Southern 
California Association of Govern- 
ments (SCAG) are co-sponsoring 
two informal workshops and various 
experiments on Wednesdav, Feb. 2 
at Cal State Fullerton’s Science 
Building (Rm. 208) at 7:30 p.m. The 
other workshop will be held on 
Saturday, Feb. 5 at Big Canyon 
Beach in Newport Bay at 10 a.m. 

“This program is like a traveling 
road show. Its director, David 
Whitney has been _ traveling 
throughout the nation in a 23-foot 
motor home, dubbed the ‘Water 
Wagon’, conducting water quality 
workshops at streamside locations in 
various communities,”’ 
Linda Mayor ‘Henry Wedaa, 
chairman of the SCAG 208 Water 


said Yorba ° 


Quality Committee. 

“This is an excellent opportunity 
for persons interested in water 
quality to join the campaign for clean 
water.”’ 

The designation *'208’’ ‘simply 
refers to Section 208 of the Federal 
Water Control Act of 1972, that 
requires communities to prepare 
areawide waste treatment manage- 
ment plans. 

SCAG has been designated as the 
208 Areawide Treatment Manage- 
ment Planning Agency’ by the 
California State Water Resources 
Control Board. 

As a result of this designation, 
SCAG will coordinate a two-year 
program to develop a_ water 
management program for the South 
Coast region. 

SCAG’s involvement will concen- 
trate on nonpoint source pollution. 
An example of this type of pollution 
is water runoff after a rainstorm 
which picks up rubber, gasoline, oil 
and even chemical fertilizers from 
the streets. Such nonpoint Source 
pollution seeps into the water supply 
either directly or through urban 
sewer systems. 


Trustees Act Swiftly 


A-report by two Yorba Linda Jr. 
High teachers on the school’s 
Individualized Math Program high- 
lighted last weeks meeting of the 
Yorba Linda School District Board of 
Trustees.“ ° “ 

Actions taken by the. board were 
swift for the most part. They 
approved Jr. High principal John 
Best’s request to proceed with the 
ESEA Title IVB Project. 

This will include the expenditure 
of some $4,000 for materials, books, 
equipment, guidance and reference 
materials for the third phase of the 
Language Lab. 

Accepted was the board’s counter 
proposal to the CSEA’s initial 
contract proposal for 1977-78. A 
public hearing will be held at the 
next meeting and negotiations will 
follow. 

Granted approval to use playing 
fields at Yorba Linda Jr. High from 
April 3 to July 24 was the YMCA for 
an adult softball program. 

The board approved an agree- 
ment with the Orange County 
Department of Education for special 
education for mentally retarded and 


physically handicapped students. 
Deputy Superintendent J. Elton 
Patridge reported that the Yorba 
Linda Traffic Committee had, that 
day, recommended to City Council 
that a traffic signal be installed at 
Yorba Linda Blvd. and Richfield. 
The recommendation was that the 
signal be given first priority in thé 
1977-78 fiscal year budget. 
Superintendeft Sterling Fox 
informed the board that February 3 
has been set as'the date for the 
orientation of candidates for the 
board in the March 8 election. 
Miss Magna Eaglesand Ki Hwan 
Lee reported on the math program. 
The former said that while the 
program was working it was a 
‘“‘customized’’. rather than an 
‘‘individualized’’ one. She said the 
latter designation proved t8 be, due 
to. the number of students in the 
classes, ‘‘too overwhelming.”’ 
Lee’s report on the program in his 
classes stressed evaluation reports 
which are sent home with the 
students when they received. their 
report cards. He noted that parent 
cooperation had been excellent.
